The offer that Lord Salisbury is reported 
to have majle to the United States Govern 
ment of free access to Canadian fisheries on 
the simple conditinn of free access for Cana 
dian fish and fish oil td United States mar- 
kets, can only be made palatable to the peo 
ple of this country if coupled with some 
wider arrangewent for commercial reciproci- 
ty between Canada and the United States. 
If tho arrangement is as reported it is all in 
favor of the United’ States and all against | 
Canada. No doubt what the fishing interest 
in this country wants is free trade in fishery 
products with the United Sta! but it! 
would be an altogether undue price to pay 
for the advancement of that particularinter 
est to place our neighbors on a par with our- 
selves us r ris the use of all our best in- 
shore fishing grounds. In admitting Cana: 
‘Han fish free to their own markets the 
American poopls give themeclves the benefit 
of cheap fish; and it is for this that Canada 
in asked to compensate them by handing ov- 
ing over the whole source of the fish supply. | 
It in evident to our mind that the thing can- | 
hot pass in its present shape. Canadians 
will not feel disposed to «divest themselvos of | 
one of their chief natural advantages with 
ont gotting somothing solid in return it 
almost looks as if Lord Salisbury, in making 
thie proposition, was prepared for what it 
might lead to trade between the two 
countries, whatever objections might be 
urge to it ow various yroands, would at 
least he an arrangement into which Canada 
might enter without loss of dignity and 
without  fecling that her interests bad) beon 
sacrificed; but this mere fishery arrangement 
woul involve the sacrifice both of Higuity 
and interest. It would be wholly incompat 
able with the position Canada has hereto- 
fore assumed. If Canadians were prepared 
to hand over their fisheries in return for 
free trade intish und fish-oil, why Wid they 
not say so long ago?

The quarrel is, of 
course, oyer the boundary question. Great. 
Britain took Guiana from the Dutch, and 
while the line between Dutch and English 
territory has becn sottled by treaty, those 
betweon English territory and tho territories 
of Brazil and Venezuela have never been 
laid down, and Britain's claims rest upon 
the old Dutch conquesta, Treaties between 
all the nations exist which debar either one 
from occupying the disputed territory, which 
is said to amount to over cighty thousand 
square miles. The area of British Guiana, 
without this disputed territory, is, accord:

Practical Recipes. > 


Niagara’ Caxe.—Take one cupful of 
sugar, three cupfuls of flour, one and a half 
cupfujs of milk, half a cupfulof butter, and 
two eggs; mix thoroughly, adding two tea 
spoonfuls of baking powder, , Bake in a hot 
oven. This is a really excellent cake, 

To Preserve Onances.—Boil the oranges 
in clear water until you can pass a straw 
through their skins ; then clarify three-quar- 
ters of a pound of sugar to a pound of fruit, 
and pour over the oranges while hot. Let 
them stand one night, then boil them in the 
syrup until they, are clear and thé syrup 
thick. Take them from the syrup, and 
strain it clear over them, 

Jaune Manxor.—Break up and boil an 
ounce of isinglass of gelatine in rather more 
than a half pint of water, till it is melted ; 
strain it, then add the juice of two large 
oranges, a gill of white wine, and the yelks 
of four eggs beaten and strained ; sweeten 
to taste, and stir it over a gentle fire till it 
just boils up. Dipa mold incold water, and 
fill with the preparation. Do not allow 
any sediment to go in it. 

Cnuicken SALAD.—Mince the white meat 
of a chicken fine, then chop the white parts 
of celery, and propa a dressing as follows: 
Rub the yelks of hard-boiled eggs smooth 
with a spoon; pet to each yelk one tea- 
spoonful of made mustard; half as much 
salt, a wineglassful of strong vinegar,’ ond 
‘a tablespoonful of the best olive oil. Put 
the celery into a salad-bowl, Jay the chick- 
enon that, then pour over it the dressing. 
Lettuce cut small may bo used in the ‘place 
of celery, but the latter is much more de- 
licious, Cut the whites of the eggs in rings 
to garnish the salad, 


Lemon Pre.—A delicious lemon pic can 
be made by following the receipt here given, 
namely ; “Take one cupful of bread crumbs, 
one of sugar, one of water, throo well-beat- 
en eggs, the juice of three juicy lemons, the 
rind of two lemons grated fine, and mix to- 
gether thoroughly. Make paste, and o 

aff-paste crust to cover the pie, as follows : 

Rub half «a, pound of sweet butter into) a 
pound of flour, and add half a teaspoonful 
of baking powder ; use just cnough water to 
bind it, then roll it ont, away from you, 
rather thin, and’ use for top atid bottom 
crusts. If you like a puif-paste top, after 
you rollout this crust as advised, spread 
Patter all over the surface, fold the crust 
together, and rollit ont again, amore 
away from you. Flonr the pic-board well, 
also the rolling-pin ; spread on more butter, 
fold, and> rolls before, Do this three 
times in all, and you will have a fino puff. 
pasto crust. Or to make a leas expensive 
and. plainer, -but very nice crast, mix with 
milk instead of water, and use one-half 
fresh aweet lard and ono-half butter, instead 
of butter and water, 


Hints For House-Cleaning- 


To clean ateol, apply with a flannel cloth 
paste of emery powder and sweet-oil. 
Mirrors may be cleaned with cold water 
and © sponge, or rubbed with » damp cloth 
dipped into powdered bluing, and then 
polished. 

For the destruction of moths, pursue the 
following plan; Take tho tacks from the 
carpot, told it back, and wash the floor 
eee in strong suds in which a table- 
spoonful of borax has been dissolved.

‘This work can be per 
formed with cheap labor, This system of 
cultivatiog the land after harvest is not only 
sure destruction’to all perennials but also to 
the annuals, such aa wild oats, tarcs, mus 
tard and foxtail, By cultivating the land 
after harvest all foul seeds are germinated 
anil consequently destroyed, whereas if the 
ground is ploughed deeply the seeds are 
buried, where they willlie dormant for many 
years, and when again ploughed up will ger-

ting off to market in haying time with a 
basket of currants, a box of gooseberries, a 
barrel of red astrachans, or golden sweets, 
or early harvests, without thinking his and 
the services of hia team would be worth 
twice the value of the fruits in attending to 
the crops upon the farm. 
One TAR acre planted to fruit, in his 
opinion, is all that one who follows general 
farming should attempt to attend to, and 
this acre should include apples, pears, 
plums, peaches, cherries and quinces. 

His idea in the main is not an unreason- 
able one, but farmers will hardly give up the 
good sized orchard and confine themsclyes 
too single acre, as the small fruits can be 
grown here and there upon the premises to 
supply the family, and perhaps a surplus for 
market, and yet not devote time to it that 
would encroach upon duties to the agricul 
tural department. 

Really, when we come down to the fine 
point, system is required in running the 
farm. It would be a difficult matter to 
make extensive horticultural pursuits and 
general husbandry, on ordinary farms, work 
well together, but a generous sprinkling of 
fruit culture will not only make the regular 
farmer's home pleasanter, but will add to its 
profits in the way of food supply if none is 
vrown to sell,

Bar- 
ring accidents, the whole arrangement gocs 
like clockwork ; the clerk can read off in a 
moment the name, tonnage, nationality, 
draught and actual situation of every steam 
er; he can tell what pilot she has on board, 
her breadth of beam, the rate she is moving 
at, and everything else which has to be 
known about her ; and he is able without an 
effort to govern all her movements, to pres- 
cribe the place where she is to pass the 
night and the hour at which she is to get 
under way in the morning, although he does 
not see her, and probably never saw her in 
his life.

The Insane Duchess of Cumber'and. 


The Duchess of Cumberland, the youngest 
sister of the Princess of Wales, has become 
insane, and it has been found necessary to 
place her under medical care and restraint, 
The Duchess has for a long time suffered 
from mental depression, and her illness 
reached a crisis about a fortnight ago, with 
the result that she manifested the suicidal 
tendencies which are often associated with 
a condition of pronounced melancholia. The 
cause of this breakdown is by no means 
clear. She has had several children in rapid 
succession, and had been much weakened in 
consequence, never having been astrong wo- 
man. The Duchess had looked thin and 
miserably shattered for two years past, and 
during her long visit to Copenhagen last 
summer all her relatives were perfectly 
shocked at her appearance. Her comparat- 
ively lonely life at Gmunden was much 
against her, especially as the Duke of Cum- 
berlund has become very soured and depres- 
sed. ‘They went to Vienna early in Febra- 
ary, and the Duchess benefited by the 
change, went into society and scomed better 
in every way, but the news of the plot 
against the Czar and Czarina caused a re 
lapse, and she is now in a most critical and 
precarious condition. It is to be feared that 
there are but very slight hopes of a recovery, 
as the private accounts which have reached 
London are as bad as possible. The Duchess 
is a woman of considerable ability and high 
ly accomplished. She is the favorite child 
of her parents, and has always been tho pot 
of the family.

Indeed he never looked 
after her aot all, till, in 1884, urged on by 
evil disposed persons and by the agitation 
against child betrothals, he filed a bill call- 
iug upon her to come and live with him as 
his wife, This was resisted and the first de- 
cision of the Court was in the wife's favour. 
This, on appeal, was overruled and on a 
second trial it has just been decided that 
the man is entitled to have what he demands 
and that the woman must either go to his 
house as his wife, or suffer imprison- 
ment for six months. What she do is 
not known, as news of the decision only 
came by last mail, It is, however, in every 
way likely that she will go to prison. How 
could she do any thing else? Ihe man isa 
poor, rotten wreck; a mere mass of disease, 
a coarse, beastly, corrupt brute. Yet he 
is entitled to have this woman at his entire 
disposal, and British judges accord bim all 
he asks. If that woman had been betrothed 
to him before she was born and were now 
only nine years of age it would be the same 
thing ; he would be entited to the apace 
sion of her person and could do with her as 
he pleased. If he were to die and a worthy 
man were to wish to marry this widow that 
had never been a wife, it could not be done.

has bean at the head of the Empire sixteen 
years, Tho monarchs who have had the 
two longost reigns in modern times, Louis 
XIV> of Srance and George III, of Eng 
land, both died younger, however, than the 
German William, 

Louls reignod no leas than seventy-two 
years (1643-1715), and yet died at seventy- 

ven, George reigned sixty years (1760 — 

1820), and died at the age of cighty-two. 
The present Emperor of Brazil, who is now 
just closing the fifty-sixth year of nis reign, 
iain tho aixty-sccond year of his age. 

It is wondortul to think that in the yet 
sturdy old ruler of Germany a monarch is 
still reigning who became an officer of the 
Prussianarmy eighty years ago; who took 
part in, and still well remembers, the battle 
of Waterloo (1815), and who has seen all the 
great events of this cventful nineteenth con- 
tury, now so near its close, pass in dramatic 
succession before his eyes. 

The Emperor William has always shown 
ahigh, haughty, despotic nature, He is 

rhaps the only remaining sovereign in 
Surope—except his grand-nephew, the Rus- 
sian Czar—who devoutly believes that he 
has a divine right to rule, and who clings to 
the old despotic ideas of kingship which pre- 
vailed in the Middlo Ages. 

Yet he has never been a capricious tyrant, 
He has shown an ardent love of his people 
and his country; has been ambitious to make 
Germany great, strong, and prosperous; and 
has sincerely tried to be a kindly as well as 
strict ruler over his subjects, 

Like almost all of his stalwart race, Wil- 
liam has always had a fondness tor milita 
affairs, Tho greater part of his lifo, indeo 
was spent in active servicein the Prussian 


army. Hehad a taste of war very early in | 


life, in the Napoleonic campaigns; and has 
always been regarded since as onc of the 
best trained soldiers in Europe.

and the taltespoon; and at the corners of the 
table the necessary vegetable spoons; also, 
at each plate a goblet and individual salts, 
or else small salt and pepper cruets, say 
three of each on tho table in convenient 
places, The soup and the roast may be on 
the table at once, and the vegetables in cov- 
ered dishes on a two shelved side table con- 
venient té the mistress's hand, to avoid an 
Ty of crowding. 

After the soup is served it will not be 
very troublesome for a servant or some

time before they can do much harm, 

The number of malarial germs in the at 
mosphere of the malarious country varies 
greatly in differemt hours of the day, and in 
different scasons of the year. It issupposed 
that they are most extant at dawn of day 
and in the early part of the evening, and 
that the least number are found at noon, 
I’ is generally understood that malaria doca 
not riso many feet above the surface of the 
soil. The only exception is when prevailing 
winds and currents may carry it up mount- 
ain slopes or hills. Travelers who havo 
visited the Pontine marshes in the vicinity 
of Rome, ono of the moat dangerous malarial 
districts in the world, have been struck 
with the large number of platforms raised 
from twenty to thirty feet. These aro 
places of safety where unfortanate people 
obliged to work on this poisonous soil may 
pass the night during the malarial season. 
The natives of Central America when 
obliged to spend the night in a badly infect 
ed locality, Baa their hammocks high above 
the ground. More than probable it was 
this custom which suggested to the éngi- 
neers, managing the building of the Panama 
Railroad, the idea of setting up little houses 
for the workmen in trees, House-plants 
cultivated in pots filled with malarious earth 
are a constant danger. Germs grow lux 
uriously in the moisture and warm air of 
closed rooms, and may be a fruitful source 
of the malady. 

Tha seaoed easanatDe prevention, elimin- 
ating those germs which have gained admit 
tance to the body, is also an important sub- 
ject to consider. One of the first things to 
act upon, is to maintain tho highest con- 
ditions of bodily vigor and an active and 
equal circulation and exposure to cold, gives 
the poison time to develop in the blood and 
Be uces its worst effects. The food sh uld 

e ngurishing and taken in such quantities 
as can be digested. The skin should be 
kept active by bathing and friction. Warm 
baths may be used to stimulate it to special 
activity and to restore warmth and cold 
baths to give tone when necessary. In some 
cases drinking hot lemonade has proven 
very beneficial. The clothing should be 
woolen and sufficient to guard against chill, 
and the bowols sliould be regular, Malaria 
weakens and demoralizes the nervous system 
and this should be guarded againat by cul- 
tivating the willpower. Turkish baths as 
@ preventive measure may be favorably 
mentioned, The copious perspiration thus 
induced, brings the poison out of the body 
in a remarkable manner. Chronic cases are 
cured quicker by Turkish baths than by 
medicines. We may say finally, that the 
best way to guard against malaria is to keep 
away from the regions thus infected.

The Afghan Boundary Settled. 


The report that Russia was collecting 
military stores on the Afghan border with a 
view of active operations has been quickl 
followed by another, that the boundary dis- 
pute with England has been peacefully 
settled. The frontier claimed by Russia on 
the north-west during the last dispute ran 
from Khoja Sale, on the Oxus, to and across 
the Murghab, above Penjdeh, and soon to 
the Persian frontier justnorth of Kusan. It 
would now appear that Russia makes con- 
cessions on that frontier, which is an import- 
ant one, being close upon Herat, and in ex- 
change gets posscssion of a southerly branch 
of the Oxus on the north-eastern frontier, 
hitherto held by the Afghans, Whether 
the Ameer has been consultedzin the matter 
does not appear, but beyond doubt any 
agreement that the two European powers 
have come to must be accepted by Afghan- 
istan, To all appearance the quantity of 
territory thus said to be exchanged at the 
north-east and north-west cannot be very 
great; and if it really results in a binding 
compact which will effectually define the 
limit of Russian advance, o great triumph 
of peaceful diplomacy will have been reach- 
ed. But scepticiam as to the lasting quali 
ty of any such arrangements is pardon 
ablo.

Feathered Architects. 


Among the curiosities of nature there are 
none better worthy of study thun the nests 
of birds. The skill displayed by these little 
architects is simply wonderful, and one is 
lost in wonder at the knowledge, patience 
and perseverance of these feathered builders. 
Especially is this the case of pensile birds, 
that suspend their habitations on bravches, 
sometimes hanging them over the water. 

The weaver. bird, which embraces several 
varieties, is one of the most ingenious of the 
pensile birds, It generally hangs its nest on 
a twig over the water, and so low down that 
if a monkey attemps to steal the eggs, which 
it is apt todo, the twig bends with its weight 
and a cold bath is the consequence. The 
Mahali weaver-bird of South Africa is a 
very small bird with an ambition to live 
in a very large house, and industry enovgh 
to build it fer itself. ‘The shape of the nest 
is similar to an oil Mask, but of course greatly 
magnified in dimensions, and very rough on 
the outside, The sociable weaver birds unite 
their efforts, and make a kind of thatched 
roof under which, or rather in which, they 
build their nests. Sometimes this structure 
is ten feet square. Kach nest is shut out 
from every other, although all are under 
the same roof, and while the whole com- 
munity join in building the roof, each pair 
builds its own nest. The commencement is 
interwoven with the branches of the trees 
the whele structure being neat and compact. 

Tho pulm swift of Jamaica, so called rom 
its rapid flight, builds a curious nest which 
it hangs to a spathe of the cocoanut palm. 
The exterior is of cotton and the interior of 
feathers the walls being very ntrong and 
compact. Sometimes it builds several nests 
and glues them together, leaving an opening 
between them like a gallery. 

The lanceolate honey-eater builds an:st 
in the shape of a hammock, and suspends 
it by the ends toa amall twig. It is made 
of grass and wool mixed with the down of 
certain flowers. This nest is very deep and 
comfortable, and may probably have sug- 
gested to man the hammock. ~ 

The tailor-bird, which isa native of India, 
is quite expert in sowing. It makes ea 


nest of leaves, which it news together wi 
the fiber of a plant, piercing holes in them 
with ita beak. In the hollow formed, it de 
posits a quantity of cotton, thus preparing 
a soft, warm nest for its young.

Wolves Oaught in Traps. 


If perchauce a wolf should be caught in w 
trap, oll its courage deserts it and it allows 
itself to be killed without any resistance, 
The pitfall is the trap most in favor, as it 
does not injure the skin. In depth the pit 
is about eight feet, and it is always made 
with the bottom much wider than the top, 
80 as to prevent the wolves from scrambling 
out—just the shape which,ona smelleracale 
is s0 Useful in trapping the field-mice on tho 
Continent. It is narrated that on one ov- 
casion an old woman had the misfertune to 
fall into one of these traps, She was not hurt 
and sat on the ground waiting until the 
owner of the trap should come to look for his 
captive, Presently large wolf came tum- 
bling into the pit, she and gavea herself up for 
lost. The wolf, however, evidently consid- 
ered her as part of the trap, and was quite as 
afraid of her as she was afraid of him. So 
there the fellow-prisoners remained until the 
farmer came up, shot the wolf, and released 
the woman from her captivity. In his well- 
known works, Audubon mentions that at 
the beginning of his hunting careerhe happen- 
ed to visita farmer wlio had beengreatly plagu- 
ed with wolves, and had dug a number of pit- 
falls about his premises. Into one of these 
pits three fine wolves had fallen. To Aud- 
ubon's astonishment, the man descended into 
the pit, armed only with his knife, pulled 
out the hind lega of the animals, severed the 
tendons so that they could not escape, and 
hauled them to level ground, where he could 
kill them without damaging the skins, A 
similar example of the abject terror of a 
trap wolf is mentioned by Mr. Lloyd. 
During a severe Winter a t was driv- 
ing to his home, not far from St. Petersburg. 
Eleven wolves chased him to bis very gate, 
through which the horse dashed, followed by 
nine of the wolves. The gate swung back on 
its own accord, when the wolves, so ferocious 
only a minute beforehand, tried to hide them- 
selves in holes and corners, and allowed 
themselves to be killed without offering and” 
resistance. Sometimes, when hard pressed, 
the wolf will feign death.

SCLENTIFIO AND USEFUL. 


The principal acid of the tomato is malic; 
but there is also « trace of oxalic acid. 


The most thorongh way to securea dry 
cellar is to plaster the exterior of the cellar 
walls with the best Portland cement. 


Cloth can be cemented to polish iron 
shafts by first giving thema coat of best 
white-lead paint; on this being dried hard, 
coat with best Russian glue dissolved in 
water containing a little vinegar or acetic 
acid. 

Cocaine has « rival in an alkaloid obtained 
in Australia fromthe juice of Euphorbia 
Drummondii, which Dr, John Reid, its dis- 
coverer, calls drumine. The new local an- 
wsthetic acts almost entirely by paralysing, 
and does not excite. 


Silver dissolved in nitric acid may be 
again reduced to a metallic state by adding 
copper after removing excess of acid by eva- 
poration. Gold can be diseolved in warm 
nitro-muriatic acid, and it may be recovered 
or reduced to a metallic state by precipitat- 
ing with copperas and then melting the pre- 
cipitate in a crucible. 


An anti-insect fabric has been patented at 
New York which ia intended to be used for 
the lining of trunks, &c, asa protection 
against the ravages of moths and other in- 
sects. Tho fabric is propared by soaking it 
in a solution of tobacco and cascarilla bark 
macerated in benzine. It is then dried, and 
again steeped in tobacco, cascarilla bark, 
and hot water. 


Koumies is prepared by dissolving four 
ounces of white sugar in one gallon of skim- 
med milk, and placed in bottles of the cap- 
acity of one quart; add two ounces of baker's 
east or a cake of compressed yeast to each 

ttle, Cork and tie securely, set in a warm 
place until fermentation is well under way, 
and lay the bottles on their sides in a cool 
cellar, In three days fermentation will have

Sir Tapper made his Budget 
speech in the House of Commons on Thura 
day last. A great number of changes were 
made in the tariff, principally in the way of 
increased duties. The greatest inoreuse,

Tho financial statement shows that the 
receipts for the fiscal year ending June 30th, 
1886, amounted to $33,170,040. 39, or bout 
$380,000 less than the estimate. The ex- 
penditure, on the other hand, owing largely 
to the Northwest rebellion, exceeded the es- 
timates very greatly and reached the sum of 
$39,011,6 The deficit, therefore, for 
that year was $5,834,571,87, the largest by 
a great deal that Canada ever suffered, For 
the present fiscal year, which ends June 
30th, 1887, Sir Charles estimates that the 
receipts will amount t6'$35, 300,000, or about 
$800,000 in excess of the estimates made by 
Mr, McLellan last session. This increase 
is, according to Sir Charles, owing to the in 
sed prosperity of the country, The ex- 
penditure will be greater also than Was esti- 
mated by the late Finance Minister, and is 
estimated now at $35,600,000, so that there 
will in all probability bo a deficit of $300,- 
000, There was a general expéctition on 
the part of the Ministerial press that there 
would be no deticit this year. Sir Charles 
Tupper's estimates for next year are'liberal. 
He expects that the prosperity of the coun- 
try will continue, and that, therefure, the 
receipts for the next fiscal year, ending June 
30th, 1888, will amount to $36,400,000. 
Although the tariff is so greatly increased 
the Finance Minister does not look for any 
increase in receipts from Customs. The ex- 
cise duties are expected to yield $600,000 less 
than last year. .The expenditure is estima- 
ted at $35,041,855, or over $800,000 less 
than that of this The estimated sur- 
plus for next year is therefore $1,398, 145. 
Sir Charles Dipper dealt with the vexed 
question of the national debt. He stated 
that ou the first of this month Canada’s gross 
dalbt amounted to $270,072,855.27, aud the 
net debt $225, 104,961.08, an ‘increase since 
1867 of $149,377,319.71. The Finauce Min- 
ister shows that we: have spent upon 
creased subsidies of railways, einer. etc., 
about $183,292, 584.79, or a sum in excess of 
the debt by $33,915,265 and that after 

ng for. new customs houses, light 
house system, and other items of heavy or- 
dinary expenditare, Sir Charles anuounces 
that the Dominion has now no floating debt, 
and that her3} per cents have suld at par.

The. principle 
that, Canada is free to make any fiscal ar- 
rangements that her people thiok conducive 
to their welfare has been conceded again and 
again, Nothing is more improbable than 
thatan attempt will ever again be made by 
the Mother, Country to impose injurious re: 
strictions upon Canadian trade. , Those who 
promote a scheme which wonld greatly en- 
hance the prosperity of. the: Dominion are 
the best friends of British connection. 

Mr. Foster's other argaments against nn- 
restricted Reciprocity are so weak as to pro- 
duce the impréasion that he wishes to pre- 
pare the way for a Goveroment announce- 
ment favoring it, In saying that Canada 
and the States would have to adopt a com: 
mon tariff, with many duties almost. pro 
hibitive of cheap British mannfactures, he 
states what everybody knows, and what 
reconciles so many manufacturers te tho 
scheme, In affecting to fear loss of revenue 
he is almost absurd. A division of the 
‘Zollverein” Customs and Excise revenue 
between the countries according to popula- 
tion would give Canada more than, she bas 
now, And the assertion that .woll-estab- 
lished Canadian industries could not hold: 
their own and more in a market that would 
contain 65.000,000 people. isa ridiculous and 
unjust reflection upon the enterprise and 
skill of Canadian manufacturers and work- 
men. It was all very well to argue that the 
Canadian manufacturer could not compete 
against the American, when the latter coul| 
‘“sliughter” goods in the market, but 
slaughtering” would be impossible with 
unrestricted Reciprocity. The people of 
Canada woul not put up for a year with 
taxes for the bonefit of manufacturers, con- 
fessing that they could not do business in an 
enormous open market under absolutely fair 
business competition.—@lobe,

Nor are runts less et to die of disease 
than are other animals. It is sometimes re- 
marked that “the runty pig never has the 
cholera ;” ‘‘ the best animal dies first.” This, 
however, is not the case. When the runt 
escapes the fact is remembered always, 
borne in mind, because it is something re- 
markable and vexatious, When the runt 
dios, little notice is taken, for the lous is 
little. This same tendency of our human 
natare best to remember great misfortunes 
leads to the remark that disease takes the 
best first. The runt is more likely to be at- 
tacked by disease, and more apt to die, than 
is the other ani: 

We believe that the best thing to do is to 
kill the runt at once. Ifa pig or a lamb, 
its value can be but little. will 
hardly equal the cost aired 
animal to a self-suppo! i 
ease of a calf, a longer pe: 
may be given ; and ordinarily 
are in favor of bringing a colt through. Yet 
we are of the opinion that such is the incli- 
nation to keep rather than to sacrifice the 
runt, that the advice is to kill without 
delay, provided it is not of a choice 
and worth the cost of the extra care neces- 
sary to bring up toa somewhat normal con- 
dition, but this is not often profitable.

Tho power of the soda used in cooking to 
relieve the pain of burns is now extensively 
known. Its usefulness is enhanced by its 
being so common as to be usually within 
reach. Somewhat akin to this is the effi- 
acy of table-salt in certain forms of inflam- 
mation. It is a remedy that finds a place 

nearly all countries and households. 

Bat the very fact that these ‘articles are 
so familiar in domestic use makes it difficult 
to regard them as powerful remedies. It 
would be quite otherwise if they were rare, 
und could be obtained only of the druggist. 
It may not be amiss, therefore, to refer to 
karts marvellous in their chemical com- 
position. 

The base, or fandamental element, in 
each is the same,—a most wonderful metal, 
which burns with an intense flame when 
heated to a temperature twenty-two de- 
grees less than that of boiling water. This 
metal is sodium. Combine it in the proper 
proportion with carbonic acid,—the 
thrown off trom burning coal,—and “ soda, 
or, more properly, bicarbonate of soda, is 
produced. Let it combine with chlorine, 
which forms, in chemical union with lime,

Beer Frirrens.—Chop pieces of steak or 
cold roast very fine; make batter of milk, 
flour and an op , and mix the meat with it, 
Put a lump of butter in a saucepan, let it 
melt, then drop the batter intoit from a 
large spoon, Fry until brown; season with 
pepper and salt and a little parsley. 

Pounp Caxe—Take of flour, butter and 
powdered sugar each one pound, eight yolks 
and four whites of '; first beat up the 
butter to a cream—keop ,beating it, one 
way—then gradually beat in the eggs, sugar 
and flour, Bake in a warm oven for an hour 
and aquarter. Cover the sides and the bot- 
tom of tho baking-tin with buttered paper, 


Tea Biscurr.—Beat very light one egg, pour 
it over a pint of flour, add a glass of mall 
and chop in one tablespoonful of lard and 
butter, mixed. Work thoroughly together;

Sprinkle 
with dry flour as you roll them out to make 
them crisp; {stick witha fork and bake 
quickly.

Sight ard Smell of Birds, 


A hawk can spy a lark upon a piece of 
earth almost oxactly the same color at twen- 
ty times the distance it us perceptible to a 
man or dog; a kite soaring out of human 
sight can still distinguish and pounce upon 
lizard and field micoon the ground; and 
the distance oat which vultures and 
caglos can spy out their prey is almost incre- 
dible, Recent discoveries and especially 
Darwin's observations, have inclined natu- 
ralists to tho belief that birds of prey have 
not the acute sense of smell with which they 
were once accredited. There acute sight 
seoma better to account for their actions, 
and they appear to be guided by ae alone 
as thoy never sniff at anything, but dart 
atraight at the object of their desire, Their 
counterparts in the ocean, however, undoubt- 
edly see and amell aru well, but are more 
guided by smell than sight. In both sharks 
and rays tho eyes aro good, and have a most 
distinct expression ; though since they scent 
thoir prey from a distance, and swim upto 
it with grout rapidity, ‘‘amell” ns Lacepedo 
says, ‘may be called their real eye." Smell, 
in Mr, Herbert Spencor’s definition, is anti- 
cipatory taste, while sight is anticipatory 
touch ; and the manner in which sight, aa the 
dominating sense, is substituted lor amell, 
the higher the evolution of the animal, is 
remarkably Interesting to follow, once the 
variotion of aight are understood, and both 
aight and amoll are studied in connection 
with the particular habits of tho creature 
for which thoy were designed.

ing from one-balf to three-fourths of what it 
promised in the fall. There has not been 
nearly so large an area ploughed up as was 
last spring, however, and many of the re 

ports speak hopefully of chances for im- 
provement. The drouth has been severo in 
the western part of the Province, 

Winter rye fs in fairly good condition; but 
while the yield per acre promises to be at 
least equal to the average of former years, 
the total yield will be smaller in consequence 
of a reduced acreage under crop. 

Clover has suffered in the western penin- 
sala from winter exposure and spring frosts, 
more especially in the counties along the 
shore of Lake Erie. In the eastern countics 
whore, however. clover is not so generally 
grown, very little damage is reported, sav- 
ing to the old meadows. 

The uousnally fine weather of the first 
part of May turned a seemingly late sprin; 
into a really forward season. Pastures Took 
green, and vegetation generally is away 
ahead of expectations. An abundant show 
of fruit blossoms ia reported, and notwith- 
standing the destructive effects of an ice 
storm iu February, and the girdling of val- 
uable trees by mice, particularly in the 
east, the orchards have on the whole come 
through the winter in good condition. The 
reports are generally of a hopeful character. 

To western Ontario ploughing and seeding 
operations were commenced abont the 15th 
of April, and owing to the excellent condi- 
tion of the land an unnsually large area was 
sown during the month In the extreme 
eastern counties snow lay on the ground so 
late that field work did not fairly begin be- 
fore the first of May. Oata, pease, barley 
and a fair extent of spring wheat have been 
sown, and at the date of the reports their 
general appearance waa satisfactory, the 
drouth alono giving rise to a feeling of un- 
easiness. 

Thongh the long severe winter and back 
ward spring have affected the condition of 
live stock unfavorably in some cases, the 
outlook for them is encouraging. Except 
where disease has prevented, horses have 
wintered well, while the prices obtainable, 
especially for light harness and saddle 
horses, have been more than ordinarily sat- 
isfactory. Cattle, though for the most part 
thrifty and free from disease, have gone out 
upon the grass in only moderately good con- 
dition. Sheep appear to haye done well, 
the lambing season having been in most lo- 
calities exceptionally productive. Pigs are 
folly up to the average in point of condition.

Hard times is generally attributed, at 
least in manufactured goods, to over pro 

action, A recent writer gives a much 
more sensible explanation. He says that 
everywhere we find store-houses full to over- 
flowing of goods people want and need; 
everywhere aro poor, fieanlate homes sorely 
needing the goods stored away therein, and 
the banks are glutted with money that 
should be used to carry these goods to the 
needy people. But the people do not get 
the goods, and why? Some try to make us 
believe the trouble is in over production. 
It is an insult to God to cry out ‘Over pro- 
duction,” when people are suffering for the 
very things that are being produced in 
abundance, 

Last year, in one city, $5,000,000 went 
froin the pocke's of working people into the 
saloons. Just imagine what a change would 
be wrought if we could turn this five million 
dollars from the saloons to those warehouses 
crowded with over production, Let all the 
money spent for drink be saved for only two 
werks and be use in buying cotton cloth 
and calico, and where are the drankard’s 
wife and children who do not need cotton 
cloth and calico? Those two weeks’ sav 
would empty every piled up warebr 
New England, and set every idle spindl 
ning. It would not be two days hefore the 
retail dealers would be sending to the whole- 
sale dealers for more cotton and calico, an 
the wholesale dealers in two days more 
wonld be sending to the manufacturers, and 
they wonld call on all hands to go to work, 

there's a boom in the cotton trade,” 
Tarn the next two weeks’ saving on the 
furniture trade, and it would start every 
manufactory in the country to work making 
tables and chairs and cradles.

Notwithstanding so much has been said 
and written about the Women's Chriatian 
Temperance Union there are still a great 
many people who know almost nothing about 
its organism and work, It is the outgrowch 
af the wonderfal ‘* Women's Temperance 
Crusade” of 1874, which started in the little, 
town of Hillsboro’, Ohio, on the 24th of 
December, 1873, an‘l in  inighty whirlwind 
drove ont before it the saloons of Ohio and 
the adjoining States. All over the country 
the women were stirred to action, Pledse 
book in hand they went from saloon to sal/ 
oon, from drug store to hotel, praying, si 
ing and persuading, all the way from Mil 
sesippi to Massachusetts. Bat an oxcite- 
ment like this could not last, aud the 
mothers of the country had other duties to 
perform, and so when the wind subsidei 
many of the liquor sellers who had under 
pressure given Be the business opened their 
doors afresh auil brought out the beer and

How to Paper a Room. 


If you have decided to paper your rooms 
anew, the firat thing to be done is to remove 
tho old paper, as soveral layers of wall paper 
will be damp with nolsome deposits accruing 
from defective ventilation and will become a 
source of disease.

You now have your paper trimmed and 
cut ready to apply. Have ready a white 
wash brush, a table or board jong enough to 
take the whole piece in one length, and the 
step-Iadder on which you can stand and 
reach the top of the wall. Make a paste of 
wheat flour, quite thin—not thicker than 
molasses, and us smooth as possible. Apply 
the paste to the piece of paper, being very 
particular to have it touch the edges and top 
and bottom well. Take the piece by the 
top, raise it off the table and support it with 
one arm, and putit up to the wall, keeping 
it entirely clear of the wall until you fasten 
the head of the sheet and see that it hangs 
square. Hang it properly at first, and then 
follow it down from the top, rubbing across 
it with a clean cloth, so there will be no 
wrinkles whatever in it. Apply the next 
piece in the same way, pag: careful to 
match the figures vo as not to have a white 
seam showing between the pattern. It is 
best to cut the paper lengthwise when you 
reach a corner, matching the figures of 
course. If you do not wish to take from 
the height of the room donot put bordering 
on the ctor of the wall. 

Begin papering in the least showy corner 
—at the side of the mantel or some place 
not much seen—eo when finished if it does 
not exactly match it will be little seen.

Since the founding of tho Humane Estab- 
lishment, in 1802, a wreck register has been 
carefally kept, and on its pages may be read 
to-day the names of more than one hun- 
dred and fifty vessela that have come to 
their undoing on these fatal sands, Once 
entangled amid the shallows, once stranded 
upon the bars, and it was all over with the 
hapless craft, whethor she were stately fri- 
ate, speedy steamer, clipper ship, or hum- 
ble fisher’s boat, Mr. Simon D, Macdonald, 
F. G, S., of Halifax, N. S., sometime ago 
prepared with great skill and care a moat 
interesting chart of Sable Island, indicating 
so far as possible the exact locality and date 
of cach disaster, as well as the character of 
the vessel wrecked; and looking at this 
chart the island is seen to be completely en- 
circled by these grim proofs of its destrac- 
tive powers. 

A hasty glance at some of the more ro- 
cent wrecks willlond an emphasis tothe story 
told by the chart. In the years 1863 the 
fine steamer Georgia onded her career on the 
western bar, fortunately, however, without 
loss of life ; and three years later the steam- 
ship Ephesus met with a like experience near 
the same spot, there being little or no. sal- 
vage in either case. At the wreck of the 
schooner Ocean Trayeller, in 1870, all the 
nine men composing her crew were lost, So 
as it with the Zephyr in 1873; and when 
Portuguese Farto went to picces, in 1875, 


A very remarkable feature of Sable Island, 
and one whieh surpasses all others in inter- 
est and importance in the eyes of vayiga- 
tors, yet awaits notice, to wit, the startling 
and significant changes which have taken 
place in its size and position since first it be 
came tho subject of surveys and of regular 
observations. Mr, Macdonald, to whose 
wreck chart I have already referred, has 
made a very thorough study of this subject 
and I am indebted to him for many of the 
following facts. On the earliest charts of 
the island, which were compiled from 
French sources, it was laid down as bein, 
forty miles in length and two and one-fourt) 
in breadth. In 1776 a special survey was 
made under Admiralty instructions, and the 
length found to be only thirty-one miles and 
the breadth two miles, while the west end 
was placed twenty-two miles farther cast. 
Forty-two years later a second survey was 
made by Lieutenant Burton, and his report 
took a mile away from the length, but left 
the breadth the same. Another interval of 
forty-two years passed, and the Admiralty 
authorities, having had their attention called 
to the evident inaccuracy of; their charts, 
had another survey made, which resulted in 
a still further redaction of the island’s area, 
while the west end was placed ‘two miles 
more to the castward. Little more than 
thirty years have elapsed since then, and 
yet, accerding to the last * dmiralty survey,

& disaster that occurred in December, 1884, 
will serve to convey some idea of what it 
means to be wrecked on Sable Island. 


The A. H, S. was a French brigantine en 
route from St. Pierre to Boston with a cargo 
of fish. Toward evening of December 19th 
she was caught in a violent snow-storm and 
hurled upon the West End bar, beginnin, 
to break up almost immediately. She hi 

a crew of seven men on board. The ther- 
mometer stood at twelve degrees below zero, 
and the sufferings of the unhappy crew 
were so terrible that death assumed the 
guise ofa welcome relief. Three were wash: 
ed everboard when tho boat struck, and 
although the water was strewn with float- 
ing debris, they made no effort to prolong 
their lives. Tho steward, frenzied with 
fright and pain, ran to his berth, seized a 
razor, cut his throat from ear to ear, and 
then leaped into the boiling surf. The cap- 
tain, the mate, and the remaining sailor suc 
ceeded in reaching the shore on a spar; but 
they only escaped the terrors of the deep to 
encounter the still moro fearful terror of 
the frost-king. They conld just discern 
through the blinding snow a faint glimmer 
from the lighthouse, three long miles away, 
and they set out toward it. he sand was 
driven with tromendous force before the gale, 
and tho grains dashed against the faces of 
the halftronen men like tiny hail-stones. 
At length the captain could hold out no 
longer, and lying eras aa speedily frozen 
to death. A little farther on the sailor, 
too, succumbed, Left alone in the struggle 
with death, the mate, fortunately a man of

During 
one gale seventy feet by one-fourth of a mile 
departed bodily. A month later thirty feet 
of the whole breadth of the island at the 
west vanished in a few hours. The winter 
of 1882 was even worse, and was distinguish- 
ed by the destruction wrought among the 
buildings, including the West End fight. 
house, a splendid structure nearly one hun- 
dred feet high, originally erected a whole 
mile within the grass hills, on what was 
thought a perfectly secure site. There was 
scarcely time to take it hurriedly to pieces 
ere the foundation upon which it stood, 
hopelessly undermined, toppled over into 
the sca. 

The history of the lake, which has been 
mentioned as occupying a part of the contro 
of the island, furnishes equally striking evi- 
dence of the vicissitudes this much-enduring 
spot has undergone. When first known this 
lake had an opening on the north side, 
which was afterwards closed, A few years 
later during a terrific storm, the sea forced 
achannel through the lake's margin, rond 
ering it a convenient harbor for small ves.

India’s National Hymn. 

“God Save the Queen !” is the national an- 
them of Hindostan as well as that of Great 
Britain, Canada and Australia, although the 
well-known melody has necessarily been 
somewhat changed in its adaptation to the 
Hindoo musician. 

Our system of musical notation, represent- 
ing no narrower interval than a semi-tone, 
is some whatcoarse to the Indianear, trained 
to finer divisions of sound, while the tanes 
of Hindostan, abounding in demi-semitones 
and thirds of notes, are quite discordant to 
Western musicians, 

Since there was such a difforence between 
the two systems, it became necessary, if 
adapting tho national anthem for the useon 
Hindoo subjects, not only to translate tho 
words into the leadinglanguage of the Indian 
Empire, but also to cl ange the tune so that 
it would appeal to the Indians taste, and bo 
within the Indian capacity of excution. 

Some years ago the London National An- 
them Committee called in the assistance of 
a learned Hindoo, who was both poot and 
musician,—Sonrindro Mohun Tajore,—and 
persuaded him to render the words of the 
national hymn into Sanskrit and Bengali, 
and to fit them to Indian tunes, 

Sonrindro fulfilled his commission in such 
a masterly mannor that his versions have 
taken firm root in the Indian soil. 

Ho adapted four native and highly popu- 
lar tanos to his words, and composed eleven 
othor melodies, so that all local tastos might 
bo satisfied in having a privilege of choice,
